RUSSIA (POLAND), 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul 
at Warsaw (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) on the trade of Poland and Grodno 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Though the number of houses built or repaired in Warsaw itself 
a declined from 1,645 in 1910 to 1,425 in 1911, there 
Building . , “ag ee , on ae se 
euneaiaiion : was a considerable increase in building activity 
F; . in provincial towns and in the country. High 
ar proor .., rents and the increased cost of living are gradually 
Building Material. Rial alin tlie, sti iliens aiaeeed f 25s i] 
g the less well-to-do classes to live in sma 
country places in the neighbourhood of Warsaw, especially such as 
are served by the principal lines of railways, and in consequence 
there has been an abnormal development of such villages into small 
towns. ‘This change has to a great extent been assisted by the fact 
that no extension of Warsaw beyond its limited boundaries has been 
possible in consequence of the refusal of the military authorities to 
allow any substantial buildings in the neighbourhood of the fortifica- 
tions. In August, 1911, this prohibition was to a great extent 
withdrawn, and the near future should open up possibilities for the 
sale of British building material in the new areas of construction, 
which will have now been made available. Much will depend on the 
extension of the present system of tramways to these new suburbs, 
and the improvement of the service of the light railways which exist 
on both sides of the Vistula. Here again British capital might be 
used with every prospect of satisfactory returns. 

Rents instead of falling continued to rise, due, no doubt, to the 
increase of over 15,000 inhabitants during the year. The total 
population of Warsaw in 1911 was 797,000, exclusive of the military 
forces of some 25,000 men. 

The improved building standard is still making great headway ; 
iron construction has made considerable advance and so-called fire- 
proof buildings are the only type now sanctioned. This naturally 
creates a demand for fireproofing materials, which is worthy of 
attention from British manufacturers. 

In his report for 1910 H.M. Consul remarked on the rapid development 
of the use of artificial manures throughout Poland 

Fertilisers. (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 21st September, 

1911, p. 566), and the experience of 1911 shows 
that the tendency is for an increase in the demand. Basic slaq, nitrate 
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RUSSIA (POLAND)—continued. 

of soda, sulphate of ammonia, potassium salts and superphosphates, 
all are steadily enquired for; artificial nitrate was introduced 
for the first time last year, and the results being considered satisfac- 
tory its sale is likely to increase rapidly, especially if the high prices 
of nitrate of soda are maintained. 

Superphosphates.—How rapid the increase has been in the develop- 
ment of the superphosphate trade will be seen from the subjoined 
figures of the imports of superphosphates into Russia :—

As during these years the local works have also increased their 
output, the consumption of this article has greatly exceeded the 
quantity imported. Of the 9,425,000 pouds imported in 1911, 
3,000,000 pouds came from Germany, and the remainder from 
Belgium, Sweden and the United Kingdom. 

The price of superphosphates in 1911, quoted by the Artificial 
Manure Syndicate, per 1 per cent. of soluble phosphoric acid in 
100 lbs., delivered free at any railway station in Poland, remained the 
same as in the autumn of 1910, wz., 94 copecks (about 24d.). From 
four to six months credit is generally given, and a discount of 2 per 
cent. is allowed for cash payments. 

In former years local works produced their superphosphates from 
Russian phosphates, but lately, owing to the increase of their plants 
and the impossibility of obtaining sufficient quantities of phosphates 
from Podolia, they have been obliged to use American and African 
rock, ‘This trade is going entirely into German hands in consequence 
of the credit granted by German merchants. 

Basic slag —Prices in 1911 remained as in 1910, viz., from 74 to 
7% copecks (1?d. to 2d.) per 1 per cent. of phosphoric acid, soluble in 
citric acid, in 100 Ibs., delivered free at any railway station in 
Poland, and from four to six months credit is nearly always allowed. 
The consumption of basic slag was much larger than in 1910. The 
imports came chiefly from Germany and Belgium; the imports from 
Germany, however, are increasing much more quickly than those from 
Belgium, as there is less transhipment and freightage. 

Nitrate of soda.—There was no change in the trade in nitrate of 
soda, except that larger quantities were imported than in the previous 
year. 

The construction of the seventh section of the Warsaw drainage scheme 
was begun in 1911 and the work will be spread 


hegre cks over two years. It is generally admitted that at 
. re se a the termination of the work in hand a further 


extension of the system will be necessary, owing 
to the continual development of the town, and that, as soon as build- 
ing operations commence on the areas now rendered available by the 
abolition of some of the fortifications, both the water supply and 
drainage system will have to be extended. Little progress was made 
in the Lodz, Radom and Wloclawek schemes. 
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RUSSIA (POLAND)—continued. 
The increasing cost of manual labour is forcing large landed proprie- 
cinta tors to the more extensive use of agricultural 
eanciees &e machinery, and the better methods of cultivation 
Y, now being employed and the encouragement given 
to the peasant to buy machinery and implements all tend to account 
for the increass in the importation and local output of such articles. 
The local works did very well in 1911 and were obliged to increase 
their plant. The largest works in the Warsaw district, which are at 
Lublin, had to refuse big orders, although only a small part of the 
Russian Empire buys the machinery produced there. Siberia becomes 
an ever-increasing market for light implements and machinery. 
Several steam ploughs have been introduced, but though their 
employment will become essential on all large estates eventually, no 
great progress has yet been made in this direction.

Enquiries of Consular Officers. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade desires 
to point out to British manufacturers and merchants who may wish 
to obtain information in regard to trade matters, including the names 
of importers and of possible agents, in foreign countries, that it is 
desirable that application should first be made to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., before 
communications are addressed to H.M. Consular officers abroad. By 
the adoption of this course much delay would be avoided by the 
enquirer in those cases in which the Intelligence Branch is already in 
possession of the requiredinfor mation. 

Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by their names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD, 


Port Sudan.—The following information has been received respect- 
ing trade vid Port Sudan in 1911 :— 


The trade of the Sudan is now becoming a factor of some importance 
and worthy of the attention of those interested in the development of 
this part of the African continent. With the exception of cattle and 
durra passing to Egypt through Halfa by the Nile route, and of goods 
entering Suakin, practically the whole of the Sudanese imports and 
exports go through Port Sudan. The value of the imports vii this 
port only has increased from £E. 642,661 in 1909 to £E. 1,356,457 in 
1911, including imports of Government stores. 

One of the chief causes of this development is the extension of 
the railway to the south of Khartoum, which has brought the fertile 
Gezireh district between the White and Blue Niles into direct and 
easy communication with the sea. 

The total value of the imports vid Port Sudan, excluding Govern- 
ment goods, was £E. 621,465 in 1911, as compared with £H. 418,088 
in 1909. The United Kingdom is by far the largest exporter to the 
Sudan, having sent goods to the value of £H. 258,000, practically one- 
third of the total, Austria-Hungary being second with £K. 22,000, 
Germany third with £E. 21,000,and British India fourth with £E. 12,500 
—the latter chiefly consisting of cotton piece-goods, flour and spices. 

Exports continue to increase at quite a remarkable rate taking 
into consideration the nature of the country that is being developed, 
the figures for Port Sudan being £E. 725,097 in 1911, as compared 
with £E, 342,987 in 1909. 

Compared with most ports known to the trading public these 
figures no doubt seem small and even insignificant. It must be 
remembered, however, that only a few years ago the place as 
a port did not exist—there was not even a native village where 
Port Sudan now stands. If, therefore, comparison of figures for 
these few years has any value, there is no doubt that in the near 
future the trade of the Sudan will be an important feature of African 
commerce, and it should be worth the while of United Kingdom 
exporters and importers to enquire on the spot as to its undoubted 
possibilities. There is now an excellent hotel managed by the 
Sudan Government Railways at Port Sudan, and a comfortable and 
fast train service to Khartoum, so that a visit to the Sudan entails no 
hardships but rather luxury.

These figures require no comment. There are, however, distinct 
+ signs that British merchants have, within the last year or two, begun 
to show greater energy than formerly in pushing their business in 
this part of Norway. In view of this increased interest, it might 
be suggested that British business managers and partners, who wish 
to develop their trade with Norway, might perhaps with advantage 
follow the example of some of their commercial rivals by undertaking 
personal visits to Norway with greater frequency than now appears 
to be the case. Cases are known where this method has been attended 
with great success in other parts of the world, and more than one 
business man in Bergen has told the Vice-Consul that he would 
certainly feel more disposed to do business with a firm if he were in 
occasional personal relations with its head. Such a visit should be 
stimulating to resident agents and need not interfere with the regular 
work of the firm’s travellers, to which it would be supplementary. A 
knowledge of Norwegian, though of course a great advantage, would 
not in most cases be indispensable, provided German were spoken as 
well as English. It may, perhaps, not be out of place to point out 
that, in view of the attractions which the west coast of Norway offers 
to the tourist, a holiday might thus be made profitable as well as 
: enjoyable, even if it were not thought worth while to come out for 

business purposes only. Local merchants for the most part take 
their holiday in June or July and are in Bergen during August and 
September. 

As regards the classes of goods in which the United Kingdom does 
not appear to be getting her fair share of business, the most notice- 
able of late have been electrical appliances and motor cars. Although 
the resources of the country in water-power are still to a great extent 
undeveloped, the use of electricity is very general, and 1 would appear 
that the proportion of orders placed in the United Kingdom is rela- 
tively insignificant. The use of motor cars is only in its infancy 
inthe Bergen district, but attention is now being directed to the 
establishment of motor services on some of the main tourist routes. 

Textiles and similar goods for the retail market should, as a rule, be 
of cheap quality, considerations of first cost being all-important. 

The British Vice-Consul at Molde reports that the import of clothing 
materials from the United Kingdom into that town is susceptible of 
development. 
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REDUCTIONS IN RAILWAY RATES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


With reference to the article on pp. 223-5 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 25th July relative to reductions in railway rates 
in South Africa, H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa 
reports that, according to an official announcement published 
in the press, certain reductions which were postponed pending an 
agreement with the Portuguese authorities (as mentioned in the 
article referred to above) will come into force on 1st October next. 
These reductions are effected in two ways, either the goods have been 
transferred to a lower tariff, as in the case of printing paper, agricul- 
tural and dairying machinery, doors and windows, tramway rails and 
accessories for agricultural and industrial purposes, common window 
glass, timber, &c., or else the rates themselves have been reduced.

The position of the Chamber has improved owing partly to the long 
dry summer in Europe last year, and to the consequent demand for 
lemons at prices too remunerative to favour their use for by-products 
like citrate of lime and concentrated lemon juice, thus allowing stocks 
to be worked off, and partly to the assured position which Govern- 
ment support and official management has given to the Chamber, and 
to the stoppage of sp3culative fluctuations in price. 

It is calculated that the world’s production of citrate of lime and 
concentrated juice amount to an average of about 7,200 metric tons 
per annum, of which about five-sixths are produced in Sicily. The 
remaining 1,000 tons are produced in the British Antilles (principally 
in the Islands of Dominica and Montserrat), in Mexico, and in Central 
and South America. The citrate produced in these regions is exported 
to the United States, while the concentrated lemon and lime juice 
finds its principal outlet in the London market. (14,875.) 


In connection with the foregoing, it may be noted that a law 
containing various brief amendments to the law relative to the 
Sicilian Citrus Industry was published in the “ Gazzetta Ufficiale ” 
of 16th July. These modifications refer to financial matters, such as 
the payment of interest on advances and a basis for the payment of 
balances due on past sales. (X. 3,214.)

Each consignment must be accompanied (a) by a declaration by 
the shipper, indicating the farm where the potatoes were grown, and 
certifying that no case of Wart Disease of Potatoes has occurred on 
such farm: and (0) by a certificate of the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, the Board of Agriculture for Scotland, or the Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, as the case may 
be, to the effect that no case of the said disease has occurred within 
five miles of the farm where the potatoes were grown. 

Intending exporters of potatoes to Jersey should forward the 
declaration from the grower of the potatoes referred to above, when 
applying to the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries for a certificate. 
The declaration should state the name of the farm on which the 
potatoes were grown, the parish in which it is situate, and the nearest 
post town, in order that its exact position may be readily identified.

The Board of Trade have received copy of an Order (No. 1,566) dated 
16th July last, amending Customs Order No. 1,530 
regarding the re-gauging of spirits on removal 
from distilleries in the Commonwealth. 

In the present Order it is provided that in cases where vessels are 
entered for removal, or for warehousing in a Customs warehouse, the 
Distillery Officer shall record on one head of each vessel the “ bung” 
and the “‘ wet ” measurements.

SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT: 


RUSSIA (SIBERIA.) 


The “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 24th August notifies that 
Propesed New ~ pg Government have authorised M. 
Railway. repoff to carry out surveying operations in 
connection with the proposed construction of a 
new Siberian railway starting from Taishet, and having various 
ramifications. Several engineering committees have been formed for 
the purpose of discussing the technical aspect of the matter. This 
line, it is stated, will constitute a new outlet for goods from Siberia 
to South Russian ports. 





NORWAY: 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Bergen (Mr. V. H. St. J. Huckin) on the trade of that 
district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Of the numerous projects and suggestions for new railway construc- 
New Railwa tion, the most important are the proposals for 
Projects Y connecting the main line with the Sogne and 
Hardanger Fjords. ‘The former of these two 
branches, being included in the railway scheme passed by the 
Storthing in 1909, is the more likely to be undertaken in the near 
future. The proposal is, in brief, to construct an electric railway, 11 
miles long, from Myrdal Station to Fretheim on the Aurlandsfjord, a 
branch of the Sognefjord. The Tjorsefoss Falls are to supply power 
for the line, which in places presents considerable engineering diffi- 
culties and may involve the use of a rack-rail or other special system. 
The cost is estimated at £75,000 to £90,000, according to the system 
employed. : 

The proposed line from Voss to Hide on the Hardanger Fjord is 
still in the stage of preliminary investigation and has not received the 
sanction of the Storthing. The plan most favoured at present would 
give 164 miles of electric line at a cost of about £143,000. 

Many suggestions have been put forward for a cross line to connect 
the Christiania-Bergen Railway with the Christiania-Trondhjem line, 
as well as for various extensions of the smaller lines in the north of 
the country, but nothing has been definitely settled with regard to 
any of these, with the exception of the Dovrefjeld Railway.

Governo” of 15th August publishes a law, dated 10th July, approv- 
ing the provisional contract entered into on 22nd June between the 
Portuguese Republic and the British Central Africa Company, 
Limited, for the construction and working of a railway which will run 
from a point to be fixed eventually on the frontier separating the 
Nyasaland Protectorate from Portuguese East Africa, thence pro- 
ceeding through the Zambesi territory up to the north bank of the 
river Zambesi at a place to be determined on later. At this latter 
point a bridge is to be built for the purpose of connecting the railway 
with the opposite bank. Three years are allowed for carrying out 
the work. 





VENEZUELA, 


The ‘“ Gaceta Oficial” of 18th July contains a law prescribing regu- 
lations for the drawing up of contracts relative to 
concessions for the construction and working of 
railways in the Republic. The law contains 
technical instructions relating to the construction of permanent ways, 
the laying of rails, the establishment of gradients, &c., as well as 
financial arrangements governing the grant of concessions.

According to the “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 20th August the prices

Sndustry. considerably. Of late it has been customary to 

insert in contracts a clause to the effect that half 
of the difference due to any advance in the market prices which may 
occur between the conclusion of the contract and the actual date of 
delivery shall be borne by the buyer. Sellers of naphtha are in a 
position to raise prices at will. Production is steadily decreasing, 
and stocks in the Caucasus are reduced toa minimum. ‘The yield of 
naphtha in the Baku district during the first six months of 1912 
amounted to 204,300,000 pouds, compared with 214,900,000 pouds 
for the corresponding period of 1911, and 240,300,000 pouds in 1910. 
The reason for this decline in production is attributed to the pressure 
of water in those springs which have necessitated deep boring opera- 
tions,

NORWAY: 


Adverting to the article published on p. 408 of the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 23rd February, 1911, relative to the electrical 
smelting of iron ore in Norway, the following information on the 
subject is from the report by H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. E. F. 
Gray) on the trade of Norway of 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


The Hardanger Electric Ironworks started in November, 1911, and 
during a short spell of activity they produced 


aie ratber over 300 tons of raw iron, which were 
pone exported. The ore smelted came from the Klode- 


berg Mine near Arendal, containing 40 to 49 per 
cent. of iron. The ore furnace is calculated for a maximum of 3,500 
horse-power. Further experiments were to be made with ore from 
Rédsand. A new electric mass furnace is being made, to act at first 
as a reserve furnace, and an electric steel furnace will probably be 
constructed during 1912. 

The Arendal Fossekompagni has projected iron smelting works near 
Arendal and is to employ 8,000 horse-power. It is hoped to begin 
working on ore from the fields near Arendal and Lyngor in the spring 
of 1913. The Tinfos Ironworks for electric smelting will soon begin 
output, but have been delayed by a lock-out and other causes. The 
Stavanger Electric Steel Works for the manufacture of steel from old 
battleships, &c. will probably not start working before the latter half 
of 1912; they will employ some 1,000 to 1,500 horse-power. 
Hammering works are under construction. 

From the above it will be seen that electric iron smelting in Norway 
is still, comparatively speaking, in its infancy, but several new works 
of the kind are already under consideration.

The circum- 
stances point, therefore, to a big increase in the demand for raw jute. 
The German carpet industry is also very satisfactory both for home 
and foreign account. The demand, it appears, is for a finer class of 
fabric and for a better finished article than formerly.

EGYPT (SUDAN). 

The following information has been received respecting cotton 
growing in the Sudan :— 

Experiments with cotton growing on a large scale are being systemati- 

cally carried out with the most promising results, 
Cotton Growing. the cotton now exported being of an excellent 

quality, comparing favourably with the best 
Egyptian, and in the opinion of an expert from the British Cotton 
Growing Association who recently visited the Sudan, is capable of 
still greater improvement by careful planting and organised culti- 
vation. ‘I'he crop is at present small, but it is only a question of 
capital and labour for Sudan cotton to play an important part in the 
supply of the home market. 

In 1911, 67,752 kantars (kantar = 99 lbs.) of ginned cotton and 
48,541 kantars of unginned cotton were exported. Of this quantity 
56,349 kantars of ginned and 37,152 kantars of unginned cotton were 
shipped at Suakin, which practically represents the Tokar crop. 
Everything points to another excellent season there this year. A 
feature of interest is that the ginning factory at Suakin has been 
enlarged and the machinery improved, with the result that con- 
siderably more cotton was ginned and baled last year than ever 
before. Moreover, several steamers called at Suakin, and consign- 
ments of Tokar cotton were shipped direct to Liverpool and Man- 
chester for the first time at about the same freight as used to be paid 
for shipments to Alexandria.

“Board of Trade Journal” of 8th August, p. 353) the rye was 
brought in satisfactorily before the dry weather ended, and is a good 
crop, but oats and barley have been considerably damaged, and 
wheat, which promised an exceptionally fine harvest, has suffered 
greatly; rust has appeared, and the crop has been so much beaten 
down by wind and rain that reaping is despaired of, and in the cases 
where it has been attempted the results have given the greatest 
disappointment. The same complaints are heard in all parts of 
north-east Prussia. (18,080.)

CHINA. 


H.M. Consul at Changsha (Mr. B. Giles) reports, under date 31st 
— J uly, that the prospects of the rice crop in Hunan 
Prospects “a? the this year were exceptionally good up to the end 
H eos of June, but have since then been somewhat spoilt 
unan District. by flood. 

The Changsha prefecture suffered considerably, and the harvest 
will only be about an averageone. The floods in Hsiang-hsiang were 
the worst experienced for over a generation, and practically destroyed 
the whole crop. The prospects in Yu-hsien, Siangtan, and Ning- 
hsiang are very good indeed, but the rice has been more or less 
damaged in all the other districts of Changsha. 

The Yochow and Changté prefectures, which lie around the Tunting 
Lake, were even worse affected, and although the crop in the more 
elevated districts is exceptionally good and the later crop promises 
well, yet the total yield is not likely to be more than a six or seven- 
tenths crop. The later crop, sown after the floods had retired, is full 
of promise, but it is too early to form a definite opinion. 

The rice has suffered considerably from insects in the Pao-ch’ing 
and Héngchow prefectures, but in the absence of flood it is confidently 
expected that the yield will be about an eight-tenths harvest. 

In the remaining parts of Hunan, where comparatively little rice is 
produced, a bumper crop is expected. This cannot have much effect 
on the average for the whole province, which may be safely estimated 
as an eight-tenths crop, or slightly above the normal annual yield, the 
second crop not being included in these estimates. With a six to 
seven-tenths crop last year, some 125,000 tons of rice were exported, 
so it is likely that a very considerable quantity will be available for 
export this year. 17,913.)

‘The Russian “ Official Messenger” (St. Petersburg) of 11th August 
publishes an articie giving the number of indus- 
trial factories and works in the Trans-Caucasus as 
11,354, representing an annual production valued 
cat. 157,822,521 roubles, and finding employment for 87,226 work- 
people. In comparison with the small number of works (543) the 
value of the annual production of the township of Baku is enormous, 
viz., 130,615,785 roubles, which is principally accounted for by the 
following industries :—Animal products, 31 works, value of production 
660,900 roubles; vegetable products, 70 works, value of production 
7,661,960 roubles; minerals, 276 works, of which 151 produced 
naphtha value 50,229,595 roubles, 29 works produced kerosene value 
36,812,000 roubles, and 23 works produced pig iron value 23,281,450 
roubles; 78 engineering works, with a production worth 
4,211 505 roubles; and 22 works pening electric energy valued 
at 1 702 674 roubles.

GERMANY. 


‘The British Vice Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) reports that, 
, according to the “ Leipziger Tageblatt” of 16th 
ere August, the leather factories and tanneries have 
notified their customers of an increase in the 
‘autumn price of leather. The South German fine leather works have 
increased the price by about 5 pfennigs (about $d.) per square foot, 
‘whilst the North German sole leather factories and the large central 
‘German firms have announced an increase of from five to ten shillings 
per German centner (about 110 Jbs.). 
The Vice-Consul adds that he is informed that the price of leather 
is likely to continue to rise. (C. 7,217.) 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS) 


According to official returns issued by the United States Government, 

oe the imports of merchandise into the Philippine 

io sans [Islands in 1911 were valued at 48,024,000 dols., 

and the exports therefrom at 44,587,000 dols., as 

compared with 49,719,000 dols. and 40,628,000 dols., respectively, in 
1910. 

Active development of the islands is indicated by a further increase 
in the imports of machinery. The increase was 925,718 dols., and the 
value for the year was 2,285,681 dols.. The notable increase for the 
year was in sugar machinery, which increased in value from 118,049 
dols. to 623,021 dols.,.of which latter amount 254,374 dols. was 
credited to the United Kingdom, 153,647 dols. to the United States, 
and 215,000 dols. to Hawaii, whose prominence in the scientific pro- 
duction of sugar has been attended by the manufacture of equipment 
that has found favour in the East.

The paper industry was established in tiie over 60 years ago by 
an Englishman who formed a company which 
Paper Industry. worked mills at Pefia Pobre, Loreto, Santa Teresaand 
Belen, where various kinds and qualities of paper 
were successfully produced. The company, however, failed and the 
factories were bought by different people who continued to work them. 
The sons of the original founder took over the Belen mill, and owing 
to the extent of their output they were able to control the industry 
until 1898. In that year the “ Compafiia de las Fabricas de Papel de 
San Rafael y Anexas” was formed, with a capital of 7,000,000 dols, 
(about £714,600), by well keen business men in Mexico City, 
and competition began. The chief mill of this company is at 
San Rafael, about 59 kiloms. (37 miles) east of Mexico City, 
worked by abundant water power estimated at nearly 10,000 h.p., 
and also by steam and electricity, the latter brought from 
Puebla across the company’s extensive timber property of Santa 
Catarina. The “El Progreso Industrial” mill, which is situated 
some 36 kiloms. north-east of Mexico City, was acquired later by the 
company. ‘The total output of these two mills in 1908 was said to be 
about 20,000 metric tons of paper of all kinds. The company owns a 
plant at Zavaleta, near San Rafael, for the preparation of mechanical 
wood pulp. 

The paper used by the Mexican newspapers and periodicals is 
nearly all supplied from the San Rafael mill, while the ‘ Progreso 
Industrial ” mill produces wrapping and other papers of good quality. 
Within the last two years many improvements have been made in 
the plant of the San Rafael mill, so that not only has the output been 
increased but the quality has been improved. 

The three other factories of the original company, 7.e., those at 
Loreto, Santa Teresa and Pefia Pobre, are now working independently, 
producing low grade paper suitable for wrapping, and also a very 
cheap kind of writing paper and envelopes. It is said, however, that 
the Loreto mill has entered into an agreement with the San Rafael 
Company to supply it with writing paper of all kinds. 

Another paper mill is reported to be in course of erection at Madera 
in the State of Chihuahua. (C. 6,455.)

ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consigwment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

876. Workmen employed by a firm of motor car manufacturers, 


and described as inspectors or viewers engaged in testing for defects, 
and in measuring with micrometers and other instruments for accuracy. 


877. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in dry-docking ships 
and other craft for the purpose of inspection and repair where repair 
may be found necessary. 


878. Workmen engaged in turning tyres, axles and wheels. 


880. ‘Typewriter mechanics, engaged in such work as filing, drill- 
ing and tapping, riveting, turning, soldering and general overhauling 
of typewriter mechanism. 


881. Workmen engaged in guillotine cutting, punch-press stamp- 
ing and turning of brass work for electrical motor brushes for 
dynamos. 


883. Workmen described as thatchers and thatchers’ mates, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in thatching houses, barns and other 
buildings, and not employed mainly in thatching hay, corn or other 
stacks. 


888. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of automatic weighing 
machines for flour, sugar and cocoa, and described as tinmen, fitters- 
up of machines, electric switch and contact makers, testers and 
machine hands. 


890. Workmen engaged in lining shells and bushes with anti- 
friction metal. 


893. Workmen engaged in the application of various materials 
used for non-conducting work in connection with refrigerating plants 
in buildings or ships.

879. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of gramophones, 
cabinets for gramophones, gramophone records or packing cases for 
them. 

882. Workmen described as thatchers and thatchers’ mates, and 
engaged wholly or mainly in thatching hay, corn or other stacks. 


884. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fitting and screwing 
advertisement plates, boards, &c. to omnibuses and like vehicles. 


885. Workmen engaged in attending automatic machines for 
welding wire together to form the reinforcement for concrete. 


886. Workmen engaged in making endless wires for attaching 
the outer covers to the rims of cycles. 


887. Workmen employed by a firm of type founders, and described 
as justifiers engaged in— 

(1) The rectification of small pieces of copper, bronze or 
nickel in relation to the mould cavity electrotyped or struck 
therein ; 

(2) The preparation of sketches, drawings, moulds in wax, 
models or formers in Portland cement, and the operating of 
reproducing machines in connection therewith.

Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
